He  is  86  years  of 
age  now,  and  Is  sprightly,  energetic  and 
still   an   active  business   men. 

After  learning  his  trade  he  removed 
to  New  Bedford,  and  afterward  to  East 
Weymouth.  Here  the  Iron  Industry  was 
booming,  and  he  was  employed  In  the 
const  ruotlon  of  some  of  the  large  fac- 
tories and  foundries. 

Many  houses  built  by  him  here  In  the 
days  of  long  euro  are  now  owned  by 
him.  lie  gave  up  his  trade  to  deal  In 
real  estate.  He  Is  at  present  engaged  in 
several  enterprises.  He  owns  real  es- 
tate In  Brookllno.  and  has  built  some 
of  the  best  houses  there. 

His  wife  still  lives.  He  has  no  chil- 
dren. Two  brothers,  Aolel  and  Hiram, 
live  In  Wcatdale.

HISTORICAL  SIGNIFICANCE  (Explain  the  role  owners  played  in  local  or  state 

history  and  how  the  building  relates  to  the  development  of  the  community.) 

The  Hearsey  family,  including  Stephen,  yeoman,  were  simply  hardworking 
farmers  who  built  their  houses  to  meet  the  needs  of  growing  families.  The 
first  Hearsey,  William,  settled  in  Northville  in  17U5*  Stephen  was  his  son 
born  in  17$1.  The  Stephen  Hearsey  house  sheltered  a  family  of  six  children, 
at  least  five  of  whom  grew  to  adulthood. 

Hardly  significant,  but  nonetheless  interesting,  is  the  fact  that  when 
Stephen  Hearsey,  at  age  76,  sold  his  house,  he  either  changed  his  mind,  forgot, 
or  decided  he'd  been  high-pressured:  he  denied  the  sale  a  few  days  later  and 
the  witnesses  had  to  be  called  to  testify* 

In  fact,  he  may  have  been  high-pressured.  The  1827  buyer  was  David  Brown, 
who  by  the  end  of  his  own  life  owned  not  only  his  own  homestead,  but  three  othee 
houses  around  town,  including  this  one.  The  Browns  were  investors  in  the 
Rolling  Mill  and  rented  a  house  near  it,  and  from  all  indications  had  a  keen 
eye  for  profit.  Poor  old  Stephen  may  have  been  the  victim  of  changing  times 
in  what  had  been  strictly  a  farming  community.

•FREDERIC  POOL  WHIIKARSH,  a  retired  resident  of  East  Bridgewater  is  making 
his  home  on  the  farm  owned  and  occupied  by  his  father  and  great  grandfather  before 
him.

Lot  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Whitmarsh  family  of  this  article.   He  was  the 
great-grandfather  of  Frederic  Pool  Whitmarsh  and  Ezra  Scott  Whi txoarsh   He 
married  Susanna  Pool  of  Abington  and  had  Thomas;  Lotborn  in  1796;  Mary  born  in 
1798;  John  born  in  1801;  Susanna;  Olive  bom  in  1804;  Ezra  in  1808  and  Ebenezer

Thomas Whitmarsh,  son  of  Lot,  born  Dec.  27,  1783  in  Abington,  Mass., 
married  Charlotte  Gannett,  born  May  4,  1792;  died  March  5,'  I838.   They  were 
married  in  East  Bridgewater  and  had  8  children.  Among  them  was  Ebenezer. 
Thomas  and  Charlotte  are  burried  in  Northville  Cemetery  in  East  Bridgewater. 

Ebenezer  Whitmarsh,  son  of  Thomas,  was  born  Jan.  7»  1817  on  his  grand- 
father's homestead  in  East  Bridgewater  where  he  passed  his  entire  life. 
He  received  such  education  as  he  acquired  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  age 
of  17  commenced  to  learn  shoemaking .  Following  the  custom  of  the  times,  he  did 
work  he  turned  out  for  the  wholesale  dealers  at  home,  and  continued  in  that  way 
for  many  years,  meantime  also  looking  after  the  conduct  of  his  farm  which 
contained  about  50  acres  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation.  Besides,  he  did 
considerable  trading.

G.  Healy,  learning  the  g 
carpenter's  trade.  At  22  he  went  to  work  for  C.  H.  Bonney  in  Whitman.  At  25 
he  did  business  on  his  own  account  as  a  contractor  and  builder*  There  are 
many  handsome  houses  In  his  own  county  to  testify  that  during  his  activity  in 
the  business  he  was  among  the  foremost  in  his  line  in  this  section*   He  gave 
up  contracting  and  building  in  May  I895.

Joshua  Sturtevant  was  an  enterprising  man  who  in  the  years  before  building 
this  blacksmith  shop  had  been  assessed  for  another  which  was  crossed  off  his 
assessment     in  18U3»     Whether  it  was  another  on  this  site  which  may  have 
burned  or  was  on  other  land  owned  by  Sturtevant  is  not  known.     He  also 
was  assessed  for  a  store  in  the  late  I830»s,   the  kind  unknown.     Sturtevant 
at  various  times  owned  other  properties  and  may  have  been  the  builder  of 
the  house  which  stood  until  burned  at  the  present  1^.33  Washington  Street. 

The  section  of  town  in  which  the  house  and  shop^tand  are  still  known  as 
Eastville.     There  was  a  school  close  by  and  the  Crossroads  of  Central  and 
Washington  Street  was  a  busy  intersection  in  the  mUd-1800's.     The  t^wn
